They — 
were promised 800 zl, per month, but actually receive only 130 21. and very 
poor board. 


3, A large mmber of merchant marine officers, especially the younger ones and 

; those engaged in shipyards, are to be released from their posts, which are to 
be taken over by regular naval officers who will be attached to the merchant © 
marine for this purpose. 


4. All dwelling houses privately owned and comprising more than five rooms are 
to be taken over by the state and nationalized,
